MEETING oF THE BoAaRD oF CITy 
CoMMISSIONERS.— Pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, the Board of Commissioners met 
Monday evening. 


Present: W. Whitaker, Mayor, and 
Messrs. Battle, Ellison, Dunston, John- 
son, Churchill and Upchurch, commis- 
sjoners. 

The petition of Mr. Hewell was read 
and discussed and, on motion of Mr. 
Battle, the following ordinance was 
adopted : 

“No new blacksmith shop, erected 
nearcr than 30 feet from any building 
in the city limits, shall operate until 
further orders from this Board,” 

Mr. Battle also moved that a Com- 
mittee of three be appointed to report 
to the next regular meeting a general 
ordinance to govern the whole question. 
Adopted. The Mayor appointed Messrs. 
Battle, Johnson and Ellison. 

On motion of Ellison, col.,a com- 
mittee of two, with the City Attorney, 
was appointed to co operate with a 
committee of the State Agricultural 
Society, in laying off into lots the old 
Fair Grounds and to sce that the streets 
so laid off shall correspond with the 
streets of the city; and said committee, 
on the part of the city, are instructed 
to see that the moncys arising from the 
sale of said lots be appropriated to 
establishing the new Fair Grounds, and 
said committee was authorized to call 
into service the City Surveyor in laying 
off said streets. The Mayor then ap- 
pointed, on behalf of the city, Messrs. 
Albert Johnson and Stewart Ellison. 

The City Tax Collector was ordered 
to proceed with the collecting of city 
taxes according to law. 

The petition of W. H. Bagley & Co., 
for liquor license was granted. 

‘The expenses of the city forthe month 
of December, 1872, amounting to $2,- 
435.09, was ordered to be paid. 

Several crossings were petitioned for, 
and the Street Commissioner was or- 
dered to lay off the following: 

On Hillsboro street, near the store of 
Albert Johnson; on Cabarrus street, 
near the store of Samuel Merrill; on 
Wilmington street, near the City Hotel ; 
and also to repair a bridge on Lenoir 
street, in the Eastern Ward, near Mr, 
Bryan’s. 

On gmotion of Ellison the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That the ‘Treasurer is au- 
thorized to issue $6,000 in three year’s 
bonds, under the same regulations as 
those already issued, jor the purpose of 
paying the necessary expenses of the 
city. 

On motion the Board adjourned.

Municipal Affairs in Massachusetts— 
Statistics of the Boston Fire. 


Boston, Jan. 7.—Nearly all of the 
cities in Massachusetts yesterday in- 
augurated municipal governments for 
1873. Mayor Pierce, of Boston, in his 
message, gives the following statistics of 
the great fire: 

“Considering the small extent of ter- 
ritory, covered by about sixty-five acres, 
and the short time thatthe fire had 
been burning, the amount thereby de- 
stroyed was unparalled. The wholt 
number of buildings destroyed, exclu- 
sive of those slightly damaged, was 776, 
of which 709 were brick and stone, and 
67 wood. The valuation of the.e 
buildings amounts to $13,591,000, and 
it is estimated that to replace them it 
would cost at least $18,000,000. The 
value of personal property destroyed 
was about $60,000,060. Only fourteen 
persons are known to have lost their 
lives, and of this number seven were 
firemen. The debt of Boston during the 
year has increased $4,356,000, and other 
cities show a considerable increase of 
indebtedness.”

PINCHBACK TRANSCENDING 
iis DUTY. 

Monday was a day of great excite 
ment and trial in New Orleans. A col- 
lision between the two opposing State 
Governments was at one time imminent, 
but happily no disturbances occurred, 
and comparative quiet has been tumpo 
rarily restored. 

The trouble grew out of the order of 
Pinchback, issued on Saturday last, 
which threatened to disperse the Con- 
servative or Fusion Legislature, in case 
it should have the temerity to asse: ble. 

General Emory, the commander 0! 
the Federal troops at New Orleans, re- 
ceived instructions from President: 
Grant, soon after Pinchback’s procla 
mation appeared, that he must not 
allow any interference with the Conser- 
vative Legislature; “that the United 
States troops must be used only to pre- 
serve the peace; that any body of citi- 
zens, styling themselves what they muy, 
have the right to meet peaceabiy, for 
any purpose not unlawful; and, that if 
any attempt should be made to disperse 
any such assemblage, they shal! be pro- 
tected.” 

It is evident Pinchback was laboring 
under the impression that any high- 
handed measures he might adopt would 
mect with the sanction of Grant; and 
he imagined, if he could disperse the 
Conservative Legislature, while the 
question was pending in the Courts as 
to which of the two Legislatures was 
the lawful one, the case would _be at 
end, and the Radicals would be at once 
established in power. 

But the President could not go that 
far. His original order sustaining 
Pinchback, was only provisional or tem- 
porary, and was not intended as finally 
deciding in favor of the Radical State 
officers. The question as to which set 
of State officers was legally elected, is 
still before the Courts, and antil that 
question is decided, the President will 
not sustain Pinchback in his efforts to 
disperse the Conservative Legislature ; 
for that Legislature may, in the end, 
prove to be the rightful and only legal 
body. 

If Pinchback attempts by force to 
prevent the Conservative Legislature 
from holding its meetings, the Federal 
military power, which he invoked to 
his aid, will, by the order of Presi- 
dent Grant, be turned against him, and 
he will thus be hoisted by his own 
petard. 


A NEW PAPER IN RALEIGH. 

Hon. Daniel R. Goodloe, of Warren. 
ton, has issued a prospectus of Zhe 
Commonwealth, a weekly newspaper, 
which he proposes to publish in Raleigh 
—the first number to appear some time 
in March. 

In Bis prospectus, Mr. Goodloe says 
that The Commonwealth “ will be inde- 
pendent of parties, but will be neutral 
on no question of public concern. It 
will never fail to vindicate the rights of 
the individual, the rights of the States. 
and the perpetuity of the Union.” 

Mr. Goodloe has had much experience 
in journalism, and has been connected 
with the public press, at different inter- 
vals,for many years. He ccnducted a week 
ly paperin Washington City before the 
war with much ability, and since the 
war he established a paper in this city 
called the Register, which, during the 
short period of its existence, was a dig- 
nified and manly exponent of the polit- 
ical doctrines of the school of politics 
to which Mr. Goodloe belongs. 

The Commonwealth will occupy in 
North Carolina about the same field of 
politics that the New York TZribune 
doesin the nation. With Republican 
proclivities and tendencies, it will op- 


city.

THE USURY LAW IN VIRGINIA. 

A bill has been introduced in the Vir- 
ginia Legislature to reduce the legal 
rate of interest in that State to six per 
cent. Against this measure many of 
the ieading papers of the State are en- 
tering their protest, and are urging the 
Legislature to permit the law to stand 
as at presept— allowing twelve per cent 
on special contracts. 

We trust that the North Carolina 
Legistature,when it assembles,will adopt 
the Virginia rate of twelve per cent, on 
special contracts—allowing the legal 
rate toremain as at present—six per 
cent. where no special agreement is 
made. 

We copy elsewhere to-day an article 
from the Norfolk Journal, in regard to 
the proposed change in the Virginia 
usury law, from which it will be seen 
that paper takes strong ground against 
the proposed reduction. It quotes an 
extract from the News, showing the low 
rate of interest has driven thousands of 
dollars of North Carolina capital to 
Virginia for investment, and the Journal 
might have even gone farther, and stated 
that the city of Norfolk itself had receiv- 
ed on deposit fur investment a large por- 
tioa of this capital, and that her bankers 
and merchants were reaping much of 
the profit and benefit derived from such 
investment. 

It we judge from the tone of the press 
of this State, we think the people are 
anxious that the rate on special con- 
tracts for money be increased, while the 
legal rate remain as at present, where 
there is no agreement as to price. 


ON TRIAL 


MRs. WHARTON 
AGAIN. 

Mrs. Wharton is to go through an- 
other ordeal. Accompanied by her 
daughter Nellie, she has again put in 
an appearance at Annapolis—there cto 
endure the pangs of a new trial for 
felony, on the charge of attempting to 
poison Vanness, in Baltimore. 

We haveno information through the 
papers whether or not the trial will be 
a protracted one, but there seemed to 
be an impression that this second ar- 
raignment was more a matter of form 
than an actual prosecution, and that 
the prisoner would be speedily dis- 
charged, after her triumphant acquittal 
of the murder of Gen. Ketchum. 

{f the trial is to be a lengthy one, we 
shall have the same old scenes re-enac- 
ted—the same witnesses, the same tes- 
timony, the same disagreement among 
the learned doctors about poisonous 
substances and chemical tests, the 
same arguinents Of counsel and pathetic 
appeals, and the same verdict of not 
guilty. 

Snrely, if Mrs. Wharton is an inno- 
cent woman, she has been greatly 
wronged und is one of the most unfor- 
tunate beings that ever lived. If she 
is guilty, she deserves no pity and her 
sufferings are merited.

morning for Nashville? Tle same hoax 
was “set up” for Dickens, but Boz was 
too full of his greatness at that time to 
accept the familiar attentions of the 
natives:— Courier-Journal.
